G en eral G ilbert is credited wilh 
developing the entire com plicated 
sy stem which in July w as disbursing 
m oney to som e 8.000,000 dependents 
of 4.500,000 soldiers at the ap p ro x i­ 
m a te rate of $2,000,000,000 a year. 
ODB o p e rates under the provisions 
m ad e by the service m e n ’s d ep en d ­ 
e n ts’ allow ance act of June. 1942. 
ODB p a y s Class A and Class B 
fam ily allow ances and Class F ‘vol­ 
u n tary ) allotm ents of pay to the 
fam ilies of a r m y men. 
Soldier Pays Part. 
A fam ily allow ance is a two-way 
proposition: p a rt of it com es from 
the soldier, the rest com es from 
U ncle Sam . The ODB pays the f a m ­ 
ily allow ance in a m onthly check 
that will help m ee t a fam ily budget. 
An allotm ent of pay com es e n tire ­ 
ly out of a soldier’s pay. 
F a m ily allo tm en ts are m a d e only 
to enlisted m en up to and including 
sergeants, fourth grade. 
In Class A a re the wife and chil­ 
dren of the soldier and a fo rm er 
wife divorced, to whom alim ony is 
payable. 
C lass A relativ es do not 
hav e to be dependent upon the sol­ 
d ier in o rd e r to be eligible for a 
fam ily allowance. 
In Class B are the parents, b ro th ­ 
ers, sisters and gran d ch ild ren of the 
soldier.
